WHEREAS, Reverend Murphy was a longtime leader in Lansing's 
black community. He served on the Lansing City Council beginning in 
1997 and served as President of City Council in 2000. He was elected 
to the State Legislature in 2000, where he served three (3) terms, while 
there he worked with State transportation officials to create safer 
walking routes to school for children; and 


WHEREAS, during his tenure with the Legislature, Reverend Murphy 
served on the Appropriations Committee and as the Chairperson of the 
Black Caucus. In 2006, the National Black Caucus of State Legislators 
awarded him the President's Award for his leadership in responding to 
the need in the Gulf Coast states after Hurricane Katrina. He also co- 
founded the Capitol City African American Parade and Family Heritage 
Festival. Reverend Murphy worked to promote diversity in Lansing; he 
believed in social justice.

A connected, 300 city is a magnet for talent, which in turn is a magnet 
for new investment. Business today follows the talent, and so do 
jobs. That's why we focus on the elements of city development that 
directly influence the choices young, college-educated people make 
when they decide where to live, work and raise a family. My friends, 
Lansing has to grow. We won't thrive if we are standing still. Our 
decades-long population loss has slowed to a trickle, but now we 
have to shift into high gear and start moving the needle in the right 
direction.

Folks, MSU's enrollment just hit 50,000 students for the first time 
When they graduate, they have a choice, and not enough of them 
are choosing metro Lansing. We aim to turn that around 


Today's young people are looking for an authentic urban experience, 
connected to the world through smart technologies, with a robust 
public transit system, where walking and biking is simple and safe 
That's Lansing 3.0. And that's why we must get CATA’s Bus Rapid 
Transit project rolling. BRT will also transform Michigan Avenue, 
connecting our State Capitol and the MSU campus as never before 
The bus is leaving the station and everyone needs to get on board 
Our award-winning River Trail is another key 3.0 asset, and the new, 
5.8 mile South Lansing Pathway is a sight to behold. We're going to 
continue extending the trail, connecting places across the Lansing 
Metro, thanks to the new county Trails Millage and a great regional 
partnership between the city and Ingham County. Brian McGrain, the 
new chair of the county board, is with us tonight. Brian, thanks for 
your leadership. We've got more work to do together and | look 
forward to it 


Like the River Trail, key elements of Lansing 3.0 are already taking 
shape. We have a robust regional network of business incubators 
driving innovation and entrepreneurship, including The Runway, 
LEAP’s new fashion and design incubator at the Knapps Centre 

New York fashion industry guru Rebecca Clark offers her new 
clothing line at The Runway, and her company is literally busting at 
the seams. By the way, if you're an accomplished sewer, Rebecca's 
hiring. Tom Stewart is doing incredible work at the NEO Center, 
teaching MSU students and other aspiring entrepreneurs how to start 
and grow a business. Lansing's Maker Movement is picking up 
steam, with local tinkerers and inventors designing new products and 
creating even more new business startups right here 


But we have more work to do to create an education pipeline to fill 
the jobs of the future and close the skills gap that even today's 
employers are facing as they look to grow. ITEC and Impression 5 
Science Center are part of the solution. They inspire kids every day 
to unleash their creativity, learn how to solve problems, and excel in 
STEM - the key disciplines of science, technology, engineering and 
math that will dominate the good jobs of the future. ITEC and I5 are 
making a real difference, and they need your generous financial 
support to keep growing and reaching even more young minds. LCC 
is a key part of the solution. President Knight's nationally recognized 
job guarantee — “Get a Skill, Get a Job, Or Your Money Back’ — is 
just one example.

Join me in this initiative and you'll have state-ofthe-art online tools to 
help meet your weight loss goals, by tracking everything from your 
food and fitness to your glucose and cholesterol. Lansing Parks and 
Recreation is ready to help, and so are a host of great sponsors and 
community partners -- Lettuce Live Well, YMCA, Greater Lansing 
Sports Authority, Blue Cross Blue Shield, Sparrow Health System, 
and the Michigan Health and Hospital Association. Join me at 
metrolansinglosesamillion.com to get started on a healthier you. A 
3.0 city is also an inclusive city, a welcoming city that embraces 
diversity and celebrates our cultural differences. An inclusive city is a 
resilient city, where the bonds between us are strong enough to carry 
us through challenging times. That's why our community's 
constructive dialogue in the wake of the New York and Ferguson 
tragedies is so encouraging: it's a sign that we respect each other 
and work together to keep our community safe. 


That's also why we are redoubling our efforts to uplift young people 
of color to ensure that they, too, enjoy the full benefits of a good 
education and a good job. I'm incredibly proud of the Mayor's Young 
Lansing initiative we launched last year, in conjunction with President 
Obama’s My Brother's Keeper initiative. The President is pretty 
impressed with our efforts, too. He invited our team to the White 
House to tout Lansing's success.

Now, let's talk Board of Water and Light 3.0. Last year | said the 
debacle that followed the December ice storm would be fixed. | said 
we would do what it takes to ensure the BWL will be here to provide 
reliable, affordable power for another 150 years. | convened the 
Community Review Team and asked retired Brigadier General Mike 
McDaniel to create a roadmap for fixing the BWL's emergency 
response capabilities. Many of the General's recommendations are in 
place, and that's good news. Many thanks to General McDaniel 

But the final CRT report noted that it would be difficult, if not 
impossible, to change the culture of BWL that allowed our hometown 
power company to be so unprepared for the storm. With my support, 
the BWL commissioners made a change in leadership because it 
was necessary toturn the page on the past and ensure that the BWL 
is ready to lead the way into the future 


Let me assure you: The BWL will not only survive, it will thrive. With 
interim General Manager Dick Peffley at the helm, Emergency 
Operations Manager Trent Atkins, and new CFO Heather Shawa 
DeCook, our BWL is in good hands. Trent is also leading the effort to 
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create the first-ever regional emergency response plan for the 
Lansing Metro.Dick and Trent are here tonight. Will you please stand 
to be recognized? Thanks for your great work and service to our 
community. But we need to go beyond just being prepared for what 
Mother Nature brings our way. The BWL must also be more 
accountable to its owners — the City of Lansing — and to ratepayers 
The City Charter says the BWL shall be accountable to the Mayor 
and City Council, but let's be honest -- it hasn't worked very well. The 
recent controversy at BWL illustrates the point and highlights a 
serious lack of structural accountability that must be fixed. Let me tell 
you three things I'm not going to do to fix it. 'm not going to 
recommend selling it. I'm not going to abolish the BWL Board or 
make it advisory, and I'm not going to eliminate regional 
representation. Here's what | will do 


As mayor-elect, even before | took the oath of office, | worked with 
City Council to abolish costly golden parachutes for all city 
executives. No one who works for me has ever had more than a one- 
year contract. To fix that problem, | propose a charter amendment to 
limit long-term contracts and prohibit excessive severance payments 
at all city agencies, including the BWL. But that addresses just one 
symptom of a deeper structural problem, so | will propose a second 
charter amendment to strengthen the BWL's accountability to the 
City of Lansing 


My amendment creates a new position called Inspector General, who 
has broad authority to monitor and report on the BWL, to help 
safeguard one of our greatest assets. The Inspector General will be a 
member of the mayor's executive team, appointed by the mayor with 
advice and consent of the City Council, and directly accountable to 
both. The Inspector General will have unfettered access to BWL 
documents, meetings, files and physical properties. He or she will be 
empowered to conduct performance audits as needed. A third 
charter amendment will clarify the relationship between the BWL 
legal counsel and the Lansing City Attorney to provide a clear chain 
of command and accountability. 


| will soon submit these three amendments to the City Council to 
place them on the ballot for a vote of the people of Lansing. There 
will be a robust debate about my proposals, and | welcome it. In the 
end, though, these are issues that must be decided by the people of 
this city — the shareholders of the Board of Water and Light. One 
definition of insanity is doing the same things the same way and 
expecting different results. It's time to change the recipe and bake in 
some real accountability for one of our most valuable assets. Over 
the past nine years we've accomplished so much together, but it's 
time to raise the bar once again on our expectations. We have to set 
our sights on more than just being good. To be a 3.0 city, we have to 
be great, because our competition isn't just down the road in Ann 
Arbor or Grand Rapids, it’s in cities across the nation and around the 
world 


My friends, we've traveled a long road together over the past nine 
years. Through it all, Lansing, and you who call it home, have 
demonstrated extraordinary resilience, ingenuity, courage and caring 
for one another. 


‘As we move boldly and decisively into the next Lansing - Lansing 3.0 
— I promise tokeep dreaming big dreams for Lansing. | know you wil, 
too. Together, we have proven there is nothing we can't do. So let us 
begin. Good night. God Bless you, and God Bless Lansing!

WHEREAS, Edward Benson, Ph.D. was born on February 8, 1930 to 
Joseph A. Benson and Mary A. Mitchell. He was patriarch of the 
Benson clan of Edina, Liberia. On January 11, 2015 Lansing suffered a 
tragic loss with the passing of this hard working community member at 
the age of 84; and 


WHEREAS, Edward was blessed with three children; son, Edward 
Lawrence “Poncho” Benson, and daughters, Shaun Hillary Benson 
Frazier and Michelle Benson. He also leaves behind his wife MaryLea 
Mann and many other friends and family; and 


WHEREAS, Edward graduated high school from the College of West 
Africa in 1951. In 1954 he came to East Lansing on a Liberian 
government scholarship where he earned a Bachelor of Science in 
Forestry from Michigan State University. After returning to Liberia for a 
time he came back to the United States to earn a Master of Science 
Silviculture from the University of New York at Syracuse University. 
Once again Edward retumed to Liberia with his family to set up the

school of Forestry at the University of Liberia and became the Dean of 
Forestry. In 1967, after much internal debate, he returned with his 
family to East Lansing where he earned two Masters Degrees and a 
Ph.D. from Michigan State University; and 


WHEREAS, after graduating with his Ph.D., Edward remained in East 
Lansing and became a citizen of his adopted country. He then began 
work for varied levels of state and city government. His first position 
was in 1970 in Governor Milliken's Executive Office followed by the 
Department of Mental Health, the Department of Social Services, and 
retired from State service from the Department of Corrections in 1997. 
During those 27 years, he also worked for the City of Highland Park, 
Northville, and served as a City of Lansing Police and Fire Retirement 
Board Trustee starting January 1, 2008. In 2001, Edward started part- 
time work for the federal government, He finally retired from a full-time

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Bemero provided to Council his Fiscal Year 2016 Budget 
Address 


Over the past decade my Administration has worked together with 
Council to craft financially sound city budgets during some of the most 
challenging economic times in modem history. It hasn't been easy. 
We've been called upon to make some of the toughest decisions any 
Administration and Council have ever had to face. 
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As a result, our workforce is one-third smaller than ten years ago and 
all of our city employees are working harder, smarter and faster to get 
the job done. 


Our employee bargaining units have met us at the negotiating table 
and worked with us in good faith to craft wages and benefits that reflect 
the fiscal realities we face today and will continue to face going 
forward 


| want to express my deep gratitude to all 850 city employees for the 
sacrifices they have made and for continuing to rise to the challenge of 
providing quality public services to Lansing residents 


| am pleased to report that city finances continue to improve as our 
recovery from the Great Recession builds momentum 


Last year, we began the FY15 budget with a small surplus - the first in 
a decade - and this year we will begin the FY16 budget with a 
projected surplus of $1.2 million 


After working together to eliminate more than $80 million in cumulative 
budget deficits since FY2007, this is welcome news indeed. 


The key drivers of our short-term fiscal stability include rising property 
tax and income tax revenues as our local real estate and job markets 
continue to grow stronger. 


On the expenditure side, we have also been successful in controlling 
the growth of employee pension and health care costs for active and 
retired employees. 


After several years of diligent efforts to get all of our employees on a 
common set of health insurance policies, we have finally succeeded 


Not only will this drive down the administrative costs of managing 
dozens of different plans, but it will help us realize long-term cost 
savings by increasing our bargaining power with our health insurance 
carriers. 


Even as we make significant progress in reducing growth in these 
costs, we continue to be sharply focused on our long-term obligations 
for pensions and retiree health care, and will work diligently to find 
solutions in concert with the Financial Health Team, led by former 
Mayor David Hollister. 


The budget | propose tonight was crafted to be consistent with many of 
the recommendations of the FHT, including strengthening the city's 
general fund reserves - also known as our “rainy day fund.” 


Rebuilding our rainy day fund is a critical priority. Together with the 
City Council, we established a reserve target of 12-15% of our general 
fund, and we continue to make progress toward that goal. 


At the end of FY14, we deposited an additional $1.4 million in our 
general fund reserves. Our FY15 budget dedicated another half 
million to reserves, and we anticipate ending the current fiscal year 
with residual funds that. will allow us to deposit an additional $1.9 
million’ 


My budget plan dedicates a halfmillion of our projected surplus to 
building our reserves. Taken together, these measures will bring our 
reserves up to 8% of our general fund, up from the low point of 45% 
during the Great Recession 


Another key priority area identified by the FHT are the city’s long-term 
financial obligations for pensions and retiree health care 


Cities across Michigan and around the country continue to face 
massive unfunded long-term financial obligations in these areas. 
Lansing is no exception. If left unaddressed, these costs threaten to 
upend the hard won short-term fiscal stability we are experiencing 
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today. 


We have all seen what happens when city leaders put their collective 
heads in the sand and ignore these challenges. That's not going to 
happen in Lansing 


We will find our way forward, and toward that end | have asked the 
Financial Health Team to develop a specific set of recommendations 
for resolving our long-term liabilities without the need for an emergency 
manager, and without bankruptcy. | ask that those recommendations 
be finalized no later than the first of next year. 


‘As we grapple with these long-term challenges, we must ensure that in 
the short-term we are still able to make strategic investments. 


We must continue to create a prosperous, liveable city, with a growing 
population and a vibrant downtown that serves as a powerful economic 
engine that delivers tangible benefits to the entire city - a 3.0 city as | 
outlined in my State of the City Address 


The surest way to address our long-term financial challenges is to 
significantly increase city revenues by growing our economy. 


That's why we must double down on promoting the growth of local 
businesses and attracting new enterprises that will expand our tax 
base and power our economic engine. 


Prior to the Great Recession, the Lansing Economic Development 
Corporation had a full staff of economic development professionals 
who helped us generate more than $1 BILLION in new investment and 
more than 10,000 jobs 


Several years ago we retooled our approach to economic development 
by contracting with the Lansing Economic Area Partnership (LEAP) to 
manage our development projects and help us attract new businesses. 


Our partnership with LEAP has been a great success, but we must do 
even more to grow our economy and strengthen our tax base. 


For that reason, my budget proposes additional funding for LEAP that 
will allow them to hire one additional full-time employee to focus 
exclusively on growing Lansing’s economy 


This new investment is consistent with the Council's budget priority 
that we will work to create a diverse economy that generates, retains 
and sustains high quality, stable jobs, strengthens our tax base and 
contributes to an exceptional quality of life in our city. 


One of the principal obligations of the mayor's office is effective 
oversight of all city departments and agencies. This includes the 
Lansing Board of Water and Light, which is a wholly owned subsidiary 
of the city. 


The City Charter is clear - ‘the BWL shall be responsible to the Mayor 
and City Council.” Yet the charter is silent on how the BWL is to be 
held accountable to the city's elected officials. There is no mechanism 
in the charter that provides a clear line of responsibility from the BWL 
to the city 


‘As you know, | have proposed a series of charter amendments that are 
designed to create that mechanism of accountability 


One of those amendments calls for a new position in city government - 
the BWL Inspector General. The Inspector General would report 
directly to the Mayor and City Council and would be the principal 
conduit for the direct accountability required by our City Charter 


The Inspector General would be empowered to access all financial and 
operational information of the BWL. They would have no 
decisionmaking authority over the BWL board or administration, but 
they would be authorized to investigate any and all activities of the 
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BWL and to report their findings to the Mayor and Council 


The Inspector General would also be accessible and responsive to the 
BWL's regional customer communities across the Lansing metro 


My budget plan includes funding for this new, full-time position, and | 
will bring this Council all three of my proposed charter amendments in 
the next several weeks. 


This investment is consistent with the City Council's budget priority that 
‘the City is governed in a transparent, efficient, accountable and 
responsive manner on behalf of all citizens.” 


We are fortunate to have one of the best-equipped, best-trained police 
forces in the state, right here in Lansing 


Under the leadership of Chief Mike Yankowski, LPD is at the forefront 
of data-driven, modern policing. We must continue to provide our 
police officers with the tools and technologies they need to do their 
jobs and keep our citizens safe 


One of those technologies has come to the fore at the national level 
and is now part of the discussion here in Lansing as well 


Police departments across America are equipping their front-line 
officers with body worn cameras that record their daily interactions with 
the public. We-will do the same. My budget proposes adequate 
funding for 100 body cameras and associated equipment. 


We are very fortunate that our police officers enjoy a high level of trust 
and confidence from the public they serve and protect. Police 
legitimacy is critical to any law enforcement agency. 


Body cameras will strengthen even further the trust and confidence of 
our citizens in the Lansing Police Department, as well as protecting our 
officers from unfounded allegations of excessive force. 


A police force that looks like the public it serves is another key element 
of police legitimacy. To enhance our efforts to recruit the most 
qualified police officers from a variety of backgrounds, my budget plan 
also allocates additional resources to enhanced police recruitment 
efforts. 


These new investments are consistent with the Council's budget

One of the most severe consequences of the Great Recession is the 
massive reduction in city staffing. As noted previously, today we have 
one-third less city employees than a decade ago. 


We have literally reinvented city government to realign our workforce 
with the core functions the city is required to provide on a daily basis. 
We are also implementing new technologies that streamline workflows 
and enhance productivity. 


But some areas of our city government were hit so hard by these 
staffing reductions that they now struggle to deliver their core 
functions 


One of these areas is our Human Resources Department, which is 
responsible for hiring regular and seasonal employees, administering 
benefits, negotiating labor agreements, managing employee disputes 
and grievances, ensuring equal opportunity, coordinating training, 
employee wellness and other critical functions 


To strengthen our capacity to perform these essential functions, the 
mayor's budget includes two, new full-time positions -- a deputy 
director and a specialist who will strengthen the department's ability to 
execute its core functions. 
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The mayor's budget proposal also includes funding for our Office of 
Financial Empowerment. Lansing's Financial Empowerment Center 
has been a tremendous success, providing free financial counseling to 
thousands of Lansing area residents. 


The program has been operating with a 3-year grant funded by former 
New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg, but that grant funding will end in 
FY16 


We will sustain this vital program by committing resources from the 
general fund and the Community Development Block Grant program 
that will supplement the FEC’s fundraising efforts. 


My budget also allocates a modest sum to the Metro Lansing Loses a 
Million health and fitness campaign that | announced at my State of the 
City Address in January. The initiative includes an employee wellness 
component that | encourage all city employees to participate in. -It's not 
too late for all of you here and at home to join this community wide 
initiative at Lansinglosesamillion.com 


My budget plan includes $1 million to modernize our aging vehicle 
fleet. In the long-run, it is more expensive to continue maintaining old 
vehicles than to buy new ones and replace them on a regular cycle, 
while they still have residual value 


My plan also includes modest investments in road and sidewalk 
repairs. Unfortunately we do not have the resources needed to fix the 
deplorable state of our roads. I'm thankful for the voter approved 
millage that allows us to make some repairs, but the bottom line is it is 
the state's responsibility to fund road repairs. 


This May voters across the state have the opportunity to approve a 1 
cent increase in the state sales tax to fund road repairs. If it is 
approved, the City will see road funding nearly double over the next 
few years. For this reason, | urge a YES vote on Proposal 1 


My proposed budget also continues our investment in modemizing the 
technology infrastructure of the city and those investments are already 
paying dividends 


Our Public Service department recently launched CityWorks, a new 
platform for tracking workflows across the department. CityWorks will 
allow us to measure the performance of our business operations to 
ensure that we are using city resources as effectively and efficiently as. 
possible 


These are the highlights of my executive budget recommendation for 
our next fiscal year. Now our work together begins in earnest to have 
a final budget ready to adopt in May. 

I want to say a special thanks to our Finance Director, Angie Bennett, 
and her staff for their diligent efforts to prepare a fiscally responsible 
budget as well as my Executive Assistant, Randy Hannan 


We look forward to working with all of you on Council to move Lansing

EY 2016 Adopted Budget Policies 


In accordance with the State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act 
(Public Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing’s annual appropriations, as 
set forth in the annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance 
with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) and shall apply 
to all funds except internal service funds, debt service funds, 
permanent funds, and trust and agency funds. 


The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the 
City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor 
submits to the City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday 
in May, the Council adopts the budget and sets the property tax rates 
for the ensuing fiscal year 


Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority 
to transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter; 
however, additional administrative budget transfer authority is granted 
for the following instances. The Administration is requested to submit 
to Council quarterly reports of such transfers 


Wastewater Funds - the transfer residual State Revolving Fund (SRF) 
joan and/or bond proceeds between projects and project segments. 


Flood Control — the transfer of funds for flood control and/or storm 
Sewer purposes to address flooding or unanticipated storm sewer 
maintenance needs. 


Major_and_Local_Street_ (Act_51) Funding — Transfer authority is not 


jimited by departmental allocation, and administrative authority is 
included for appropriation of MDOT special authorization funding 


Parking System - the transfer of capital project accounts from 
Operating accounts is permitted to meet bid or unforeseen capital 
needs. 


Debt Service Funds - the transfer of residual balances between 
general obligation bond debt service accounts. 


Vacancy Factor/funded and unfilled Positions - The budget includes an 
attrition vacancy allowance of $800,000. The Administration is 


requested to provide Council on July 1, 2015 and every month, 
thereafter, a list of vacant positions by department. The Administration 
is also requested to provide, on a quarterly basis, a detailed list by 
Department of all positions by title, FTE, wagers and fringes, and 
impact on programs and/or services which are included within this 
allowance. The personnel wages and fringes associated with all 
positions identified above as of July 1, 2015 and any such position 
vacated, thereafter, shall be place in a budget control account, and will 
require City Council approval for expenditure

Authority is granted to reappropriate available capital project balances 
as of June 30, 2015 into the FY 2016 budget. All non-capital balances 
require City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered 
(purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 
months old. 


. Human_Services_and Community Supported Agencies 
Funding 

The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate 
particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their 
funding, all funds will remain in their respective account(s) for 
additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human Services 
and Community Supported Agencies use pursuant to the Charter 
transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations Community 
Services Department is requested to submit to Council a quarterly 
report on the status of the Human Services and Community Supported 
Agencies’ funding. This report should include the accounting level 
detail appropriation; amount spent, balance, and a notation as to 
whether the balance of funds is expected to be spent by the end of the 
Fiscal Year, if not, why? 


General Fund Reserve Policy 
The City’s General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund fund 


balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to 
the Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 
218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
Fund fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 
12% of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General 
Fund expenditures. If events necessitate that the combined balances 
drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations 
of a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached 
In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of 
General Fund revenues, the excess amount will be used to 
supplement retiree healthcare prefunding 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service 


obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, 
where applicable, as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as 
required by outstanding bond obligations 


Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment 


policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City’s governmental funds through 
pooling of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of 
interest rates and fee structures. Investments of the Employee

Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against

Employee") for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services 
of an attomey to advise the Employee as tothe claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does 
not provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made 
by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City 
may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the act or acts of the Employee covered under 
this provision is awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil 
action, the City will indemnify the Employee or will pay, settle, or 
compromise the judgment. The City's obligations under this provision, 
however, is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating in 
the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority’ under this provision does not include any act or 
acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ji) dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or 
deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal 
act, of (v) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate or diminish 
governmental immunity 


Grants 
The Administration shall present to Council every application for any 
grant and, upon notification of the award of a grant, shall submit the 
grant to Council for acceptance. Administrative authority is given to 
create the necessary accounts and transfers in accordance with the 
requirements of the grantor. Any grant that can be applied for 
administratively should be submitted for Council review within 10 days 
of the application 


Board of Water & Light 
After much deliberation, the intent of Council is to allocate funds not to

WHEREAS, owners of the land comprising Moores River Drive were 
William H. Townsend (1838), Isaac Townsend (1854), John J. and 
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Eliza E. Bush (1864), James M. Hammond (1881), J. H. Moores 
(1885); and 


WHEREAS, J.H. Moores, Robert Holmes, Smith G. Young, and others 
involved in the corporation of Moores Drive Association prepared the 
way for the development of what is now known as one of the most

WHEREAS, in the early 1900's, street improvements, sidewalks, 
electric light and water utilities, and other conveniences where created 
alovig Moores Drive.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING ISSUANCE AND SALE OF 
GENERAL OBLIGATION LIMITED TAX REFUNDING BONDS 


A RESOLUTION TO APPROVE: 

* Net Present Value Savings through issuing Bonds to refund 
various 

* limited tax general obligation debt obligations of the City; 

© City's full faith and credit and limited tax pledge for payment of the 
Bonds; 

* Finance Director to sell Bonds within parameters of this 
Resolution 

* without further Council action; 

* Other matters necessary to sell and deliver the Bonds. 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the “City’) has previously issued its 
2006 General Obligation Limited Tax Bonds dated as of February 1, 
2006 (the “2006 Bonds") under Section 517 of Act 34, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 2001, as amended (“Act 34”) for the purposes of paying 
costs to acquire and construct improvements to the Lansing Center 
convention and exhibition center; and 


WHEREAS, Public Financial Management, Inc. (the “Financial 
Consultant’) has advised the City that it may be able to accomplish a 
net savings of debt service costs by refunding all or a portion of the 
outstanding 2006 Bonds through the issuance of refunding bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the City has established the City of Lansing Building 
Authority (the “Building Authority’) pursuant to the provisions of Act 31, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended, and 
the Building Authority has previously issued bonds to finance the 
acquisition, construction and equipping of various public facilities which 
the Building Authority leases to the City; and 


WHEREAS, the Building Authority leases the public facilities to the City 
under limited tax general obligation contracts of lease (the ‘Leases”), 
and under the Leases the City pays limited tax general obligation cash 
rentals to the Building Authority in the amount necessary for the 
Building Authority to make debt service payments on the Building 
Authority's bonds; and 


WHEREAS, at the request of the City, the Building Authority issued its 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds, Series 2005 (General Obligation 
Limited Tax) dated December 28, 2005 (the "2005 Bonds’) in order to 
reduce debt service costs and reduce the amount of cash rentals paid 
by the City under the Leases; and 
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WHEREAS, the Financial Consultant has advised the City that the City 
may be able to accomplish a net savings of debt service costs by 
refunding the Leases and establishing an escrow fund to pay off the 
2005 Bonds which are refunded; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 authorizes the City to issue bonds to refund 
outstanding securities such as the 2006 Bonds and the Leases if the 
refunding would result in net present value savings; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Finance Director 
to sell and deliver and receive payment for the proposed issue of 
refunding bonds without the necessity of the City Council taking further 
action, and to authorize the Finance Director to establish an escrow 
fund for payment of the 2006 Bonds and 2005 Bonds being refunded 
(collectively, the "Prior Bonds’) 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Bond Details. If, upon the advice of the Financial Consultant, 
the refunding would accomplish a net savings of debt service costs, 
then one or more series of bonds of the City designated as the 
GENERAL OBLIGATION LIMITED TAX REFUNDING BONDS, 
SERIES 2015 (the “Bonds’) shall be issued in the aggregate principal 
amount of not to exceed Ten Million Dollars ($10,000,000), as finally 
determined by the Finance Director at the time of sale of each series of 
the Bonds, for the purpose of refunding all or a portion of the 2006 
Bonds and the Leases, including payment of legal, financial and other 
expenses incident thereto. If the Bonds are to be issued in more than 
one series, the Finance Director shall determine an appropriate series 
designation for each series of the Bonds. If any series of the Bonds is 
sold or delivered after December 31, 2015, the series designation of 
the Bonds may reflect the year in which the Bonds will be sold or 
delivered. Whether issued as one or more series of bonds, the Bonds 
authorized to be issued under this resolution are referred to collectively 
or separately as the “Bonds.” 


The principal of the Bonds shall be payable at the designated 
office of a bank or trust company to be designated by the Finance 
Director as Transfer Agent for the Bonds, or such other bank or trust 
company to be designated as registrar and transfer agent for the 
Bonds (the “Transfer Agent”) by the Finance Director. The Bonds shall 
be registered as to principal and interest and shall be in the 
denomination of $5,000 or integral multiples of $5,000 not exceeding 
for each maturity the principal amount of such maturity, dated as of the 
date of delivery thereof or such other date as may be determined by 
the Finance Director at the time of sale of the Bonds, and numbered as 
determined by the Transfer Agent. The Bonds may be issued in book- 
entryonly form through The Depository Trust Company in New York, 
New York (‘DTC’), and the Finance Director is authorized to execute 
such custodial or other agreement with DTC as may be necessary to 
accomplish the issuance of the Bonds in book-entryonly form and to 
make such changes in the form of the Bonds within the parameters of 
this Resolution as may be required to accomplish the foregoing 


The Bonds shall mature as serial bonds or term bonds on the 
dates and in the amounts as shall be determined at the time of sale of 
the Bonds. The Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be 
determined at the time of sale of the Bonds, but in any event not 
exceeding the interest rate provided in this resolution, payable 
semi-annually on such interest payment dates as shall be determined 
at the time of sale of the Bonds, by check drawn on the Transfer Agent 
mailed to the registered owner at the registered address, as shown on 
the registration books of the City maintained by the Transfer Agent 
Interest shall be payable to the registered owner of record as of the 
fifteenth day of the month prior to the payment date for each interest 
payment. The date of determination of the registered owner for 
purposes of payment of interest as provided in this paragraph may be 
changed by the City to conform to market practice in the future. The 
principal of the Bonds shall be payable at the corporate trust office of 
the Transfer Agent upon presentation and surrender of the appropriate 
bond. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the Bonds are held in book- 
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entry form by DTC, payment shall be made in the manner prescribed 
by DTC. 


The Finance Director is authorized to execute an agreement with 
the Transfer Agent on behalf of the City. The City may designate a new 
Transfer Agent by notice mailed to the registered owner of each of the 
Bonds at such time outstanding not less than sixty (60) days prior to an 
interest payment date 


The Finance Director is authorized to execute such custodial or 
other agreement with DTC as may be necessary to accomplish the 
issuance of the Bonds in book-entryonly form 


The Bonds shall be subject to optional redemption prior to 
maturity, if at all, as determined at the time of sale of the Bonds. If term 
bonds are issued, the Bonds shall be subject to mandatory redemption 
prior to maturity as determined at the time of sale of the Bonds. Unless 
waived by any registered owner of bonds to be redeemed, official 
notice of redemption shall be given by the Transfer Agent on behalf of 
the City and shall conform to the requirements set forth in the form of 
Bond. Such notice shall be dated and shall contain at a minimum the 
following information: original issue date; maturity dates; interest rates; 
CUSIP numbers, if any; certificate numbers (and in the case of partial 
redemption) the called amounts of each certificate; the redemption 
date; the redemption price or premium; the place where bonds called 
for redemption are to be surrendered for payment; and that interest on 
bonds or portions thereof called for redemption shall cease to accrue 
from and after the redemption date 


In addition, further notice shall be given by the Transfer Agent in 
such manner as may be required or suggested by regulations or 
market practice at the applicable time, but no defect in such further 
notice nor any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice 
shall in any manner defeat the effectiveness of a call for redemption if 
Notice thereof is given as prescribed herein 


The Bonds shall be executed in the name of the City with the 
manual or facsimile signatures of the Mayor and the City Clerk, and the 
corporate seal of the City shall be manually impressed or a facsimile 
thereof shall be printed on the Bonds. No Bond authorized under this 
resolution shall be valid until authenticated by an authorized 
representative of the Transfer Agent, unless the purchaser thereof 
does not require the Bonds to be authenticated. If the Bonds are not 
authenticated, then at least one signature on the Bonds shall be a 
manual signature. The Bonds shall be delivered to the Transfer Agent 
for authentication (if applicable) and be delivered by the Transfer Agent 
(if Bonds are authenticated) to the purchaser or other person in 
accordance with instructions from either the Finance Director or the

2. Limited Tax Full Faith and Credit Pledge, The City expressly 
and irrevocably pledges its full faith and credit for the prompt and 


timely payment of the principal of and interest on the Bonds. The 
Bonds shall be payable, as a first budget obligation, from the general 
fund of the City, and the City shall levy annually ad valorem taxes on 
all the taxable property in the City which, taking into consideration 
estimated delinquencies in tax collections, shall be fully sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest on the Bonds provided, however, that if 
at the time of making any such tax levy there shall be other legally 
available funds for the payment of principal of and interest on the 
Bonds, including but not limited to revenues received from operation of 
the City’s parking system and the Lansing Center, then credit therefor 
may be taken against the levy for payment of the Bonds. The levy shall 
be subject to constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations.

4. Escrow Fund. The Finance Director shall designate a bank 
or trust company to serve as escrow trustee (the “Escrow Trustee”). In 
order to secure payment of the Prior Bonds being refunded, the City 
will enter into one or more Escrow Agreements (each, an "Escrow 
Agreement”) with the Escrow Trustee which shall provide for the 
creation of one or more funds designated as the CITY OF LANSING - 
GENERAL OBLIGATION LIMITED TAX REFUNDING BONDS 
ESCROW FUND (the “Escrow Funds”) with appropriate series 
designation for each Escrow Fund. Each Escrow Agreement shall

The Finance Director is authorized to fix a date for sale of the 
Bonds in consultation with the Financial Consultant, and to approve 
publication of a Notice of Sale of the Bonds (the “Notice of Sale”) in 
The Bond Buyer, New York, New York, or such other newspaper as 
may fulfill the requirements of Act 34. The Notice of Sale for the Bonds

The City 
reserves the right to increase or decrease the aggregate principal 
amount of the bonds by not more than $500,000 after receipt of the 
bids and prior to final award. Such adjustment, if necessary, will be 
made in increments of $5,000, will not exceed $100,000 per maturity, 
and may be made in any maturity. The purchase price of the bonds will 
be adjusted proportionately to the increase or decrease in issue size 
and in such manner as to maintain as comparable an underwriter 
spread as possible to the winning bid, but the interest rates specified 
by the successful bidder for all maturities will not change. The 
successful bidder may not withdraw its bid as a result of any changes 
made within these limits. 


Ifno bid results in present value debt service savings acceptable to the 
City, the City may reject all bids. 


INTEREST RATE AND BIDDING DETAILS: The bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate or rates not exceeding 4.00% per annum, tobe fixed 
by the bids therefor, expressed in multiples of 1/8 or 1/20 of 1%, of 
both. The interest on any one bond shall be at one rate only and all 
bonds maturing in any one year must carry the same interest rate. The 
difference between the highest and lowest interest rates on the bonds 
shall not exceed 3.00% per annum. THE INTEREST RATE BORNE 
BY BONDS MATURING IN ANY ONE YEAR SHALL NOT BE LESS 
THAN THE INTEREST RATE BORNE BY BONDS MATURING IN 
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THE RESPECTIVE PRECEDING YEAR. No proposal for the purchase 
of less than all of the bonds or at a price less than 99% or more than 
104% of their par value will be considered. In submitting a bid for the 
bonds, the bidder agrees to the representation of the City by Miller, 
Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. as bond counsel 


NO OPTIONAL REDEMPTION: The bonds are not subject to 
redemption prior to maturity at the option of the City. 


TERM BOND OPTION: Bidders shall have the option of designating 
the bonds as serial bonds or term bonds or both. If a bidder designates 
bonds as term bonds, the principal requirements shown above for the 
designated years (as adjusted if necessary as described under the 
section captioned “MATURITY AND PURCHASE PRICE 
ADJUSTMENT’) shall represent a mandatory redemption requirement 
for a term bond or a term bond maturity as designated by the bidder. In 
any event, the above principal amounts (as adjusted) shall be 
represented by either serial bond maturities or mandatory redemption 
requirements or a combination of both. If the winning bidder does not 
designate bonds as term bonds, then all maturities shall be serial 
maturities. Any such designation must be made within 24 hours of the 
opening of bids for the bonds. 


If the term bond option is selected, then the principal amount of the 
term bonds of a maturity to be redeemed on the dates set forth above 
may be reduced by the principal amount of the term bonds of the same 
maturity which have been previously redeemed or called for 
redemption (other than as a result of a mandatory redemption) or 
purchased or acquired by the City and delivered to the transfer agent 
The City may satisfy mandatory redemption requirements by the 
purchase and surrender of term bonds in lieu of the calling of such 
term bonds for redemption 


Notice of redemption of any bond or portion thereof shall be given by 
the transfer agent at least thirty (30) days prior to the date fixed for 
redemption by mail to the registered owner at the registered address 
shown on the registration books kept by the transfer agent. No further 
interest on a bond or portion thereof called for redemption shall accrue 
after the date fixed for redemption, whether presented for redemption 
or not, provided funds are on hand with the transfer agent to redeem 
the bond or portion thereof. In case less than the full amount of an 
outstanding bond is called for redemption, the transfer agent, upon 
presentation of the bond called for redemption, shall register, 
authenticate and deliver to the registered owner of record a new bond 
in the principal amount of the portion of the original bond not called for 
redemption 


AWARD OF BONDS - TRUE INTEREST COST: The bonds will be 
awarded to the bidder whose bid produces the lowest true interest cost 
determined in the following manner: the lowest true interest cost will be 
the single interest rate (compounded on June 1, 2016 and semi- 
annually thereafter) necessary to discount the debt service payments 
from their respective payment date to December 17, 2015 in an 
amount equal to the price bid. December 17, 2015 is the anticipated 
date of delivery of the bonds. In the event there is an election to 
exercise the Term Bond option, true interest cost shall be calculated by 
applying the interest rate of such Term Bonds to each mandatory 
sinking fund redemption for such Term Bonds. 


BOOK-ENTRY ONLY: At the option of the winning bidder, the bonds 
will be issued in book-entry only form as one fully registered bond per 
maturity and will be registered in the name of Cede & Co. as 
bondholder and nominee for The Depository Trust Company (“DTC’), 
New York, New York. If Bonds are book-entry only, then an authorized 
agent of DTC will act as securities depository for the bonds. Purchase 
of the bonds will be made in book-entry only form, in the denomination 
of $5,000 or any integral multiple thereof. Purchasers will not receive 
certificates representing their interest in bonds purchased. The book- 
entry only system is described further in the preliminary Official 
Statement for the bonds. It will be the responsibility of the purchaser to 
obtain DTC eligibility. Failure of the purchaser to obtain DTC eligibility 
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shall not constitute cause for a failure or refusal by the purchaser to 
accept delivery of and pay for the bonds. 


TRANSFER AGENT AND REGISTRATION: Principal shall be payable 
at the corporate trust office of [transfer agent and location] Michigan, or 
other designated office, or such other transfer agent as the City may 
hereafter designate by notice mailed to the registered owner of record 
not less than 60 days prior to any interest payment date. As long as 
The Depository Trust Company or its nominee, Cede & Co., is the 
bondholder, payments will be made directly to DTC. Disbursement of 
such payments to the DTC Participants is the responsibility of DTC and 
disbursement of such payments to the beneficial owners of the bonds 
is the responsibility of the DTC Participants and Indirect Participants as 
described in the preliminary official statement for the bonds. Interest 
shall be paid by check or draft mailed to the registered owner of record 
as shown on the registration books kept by the transfer agent as of the 
15th day of the month prior to an interest payment date. The bonds will 
be transferred only upon the registration books of the City kept by the 
transfer agent 


PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The bonds are issued pursuant to Act 34, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended, and a resolution of the 
City Council for the purpose of current refunding debt of the City. The 
bonds will pledge the limited tax full faith and credit of the City for 
payment of the principal and interest thereon, and will be payable as a 
first budget obligation from the general fund of the City, and from ad 
valorem taxes, which may be levied against all taxable property in the 
City, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory, and charter tax rate 
limitations. The rights or remedies of bondholders may be affected by 
bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws affecting 
creditors’ rights generally, now existing or hereafter enacted, and by 
the application of general principles of equity including those relating to 
equitable subordination 


GOOD FAITH: A good faith deposit in the form of a certified or 
cashier's check drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust company, or 
wire transfer, in the amount of $[amount] payable to the order of the 
City Treasurer, will be required of the successful bidder. The 
successful bidder is required to submit its good faith deposit to the City 
as instructed by the City not later than Noon, Eastern Time, on the next 
business day following the sale. The good faith deposit will be applied 
to the purchase price of the bonds. In the event the purchaser fails to 
honor its accepted bid, the good faith deposit will be retained by the 
City. No interest shall be allowed on the good faith check. The good 
faith check of the successful bidder will be cashed and payment for the

TAX MATTERS: In the opinion of Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, 
P.L.C., bond counsel, under existing law, assuming compliance with 
certain covenants, interest on the bonds is excludable from gross 
income for federal income tax purposes as described in the opinion, 
and the bonds and interest thereon are exempt from all taxation by the 
State of Michigan or by any taxing authority within the State of 
Michigan except inheritance and estate taxes and taxes on gains 
realized from the sale, payment or other disposition thereof. 


QUALIFIED TAX EXEMPT OBLIGATIONS: The City has designated 
the bonds as “qualified tax exempt obligations’ for purposes of 
deduction of interest expense by financial institutions pursuant to the

ISSUE PRICE CERTIFICATE: The successful bidder will be required 
to furnish, prior to the delivery of the bonds, a certificate in a form 
acceptable to bond counsel as to the ‘issue price” of the bonds within 
the meaning of Section 1273 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 
Such certificate will include (i) for those maturities where 10% of each 
such maturity of the bonds has been sold to members of the general 
public (excluding underwriters, brokers and dealers) prior to delivery of 
the bonds, the price at which the first 10% of each such maturity was 
sold to members of the general public, and (ii) for those maturities 
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where 10% of such maturity has not been sold to members of the 
general public (excluding underwriters, brokers and dealers) prior to 
delivery of the bonds, an agreement by the successful bidder to 
provide bond counsel with the prices at which the first 10% of each 
such maturity is ultimately sold to members of the general public 


LEGAL OPINION: Bids shall be conditioned upon the approving 
opinion of Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., attorneys of 
Lansing and Detroit, Michigan. The opinion will be furnished without 
expense to the purchaser of the bonds at the delivery thereof. The fees 
of Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., for services rendered in 
connection with such approving opinion are expected to be paid from 
bond proceeds. Except to the extent necessary to issue its approving 
opinion as to the validity of the above bonds, Miller, Canfield, Paddock 
and Stone, P.L.C. has not been requested to examine or review and 
has not examined or reviewed any financial documents, statements or 
materials that have been or may be furnished in connection with the 
authorization, issuance or marketing of the bonds, and accordingly will 
not express any opinion with respect to the accuracy or completeness 
of any such financial documents, statements or materials 


DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed bonds at its 
expense. Bonds will be delivered to an authorized agent of DTC on 
behalf of the purchaser or such other place to be agreed upon at the 
expense of the City. The usual closing documents, including a 
certificate that no litigation is pending affecting the issuance of the 
bonds, will be delivered at the time of delivery of the bonds. If the 
bonds are not tendered for delivery by twelve o'clock noon, Eastern 
Time, on the 45th day following the date of sale, or the first business 
day thereafter if said 45th day is not a business day, the successful 
bidder may on that day, or any time thereafter until delivery of the 
bonds, withdraw its proposal by serving notice of cancellation, in 
writing, on the undersigned in which event the City shall promptly 
return the good faith deposit. Payment for the bonds shall be made in 
immediately available funds. 


BOND INSURANCE AT PURCHASER’S OPTION: If the bonds qualify 
for issuance of any policy of municipal bond insurance or commitment 
therefor at the option of the bidder/purchaser, the purchase of any 
such insurance policy or the issuance of any such commitment shall be 
at the option and expense of the purchaser of the bonds. Any 
increased costs of issuance of the bonds resulting from such purchase 
of insurance shall be paid by the purchaser, except that, if the City has 
requested and received a rating on the bonds from a rating agency, the 
City will pay for the requested rating. Any other rating agency fees 
shall be the responsibility of the purchaser of the insurance. FAILURE 
OF THE MUNICIPAL BOND INSURER TO ISSUE THE POLICY 
AFTER THE BONDS HAVE BEEN AWARDED TO THE PURCHASER 
SHALL NOT CONSTITUTE CAUSE FOR FAILURE OR REFUSAL BY 
THE PURCHASER TO ACCEPT DELIVERY OF THE BONDS FROM 
THE CITY. 


CUSIP NUMBERS: It is anticipated that CUSIP identification numbers 
will be printed on the bonds, but neither the failure to print such 
numbers on any bonds nor any error with respect thereto shall 
constitute cause for a failure or refusal by the purchaser thereof to 
accept delivery of and pay for the bonds. The CUSIP Service Bureau 
charge for the assignment of such numbers shall be the responsibility 
of and shall be paid for by the purchaser of the bonds 


OFFICIAL STATEMENTS: Public Financial Management, Inc. will 
provide the winning bidder with a reasonable number of final Official 
Statements within 7 business days from the date of sale to permit the 
purchaser to comply with Securities and Exchange Commission Rule 
15c2-12. Additional copies of the Official Statement will be supplied by 
Public Financial Management, Inc. upon request and agreement by the 
purchaser to pay the cost of additional copies. Request for additional 
copies should be made to Public Financial Management, Inc. within 24 
hours of the date of sale 


CONTINUING DISCLOSURE: As described more fully in the Official 
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Statement, the City will execute and deliver prior to delivery of the 
bonds a written continuing disclosure undertaking in order to enable 
the underwriters of the bonds to comply with the requirements of Rule 
15c2-12 promulgated by the Securities and Exchange Commission

Approval of the matters delegated to the Finance Director 
under this section and Section 13 may be evidenced by execution of a 
bond purchase agreement or other document agreeing to sell the 
Bonds or the final Official Statement 


By adoption of this resolution the City assumes no obligations or 
liability to the underwriter of the Bonds for any loss or damage that 
may result to the underwriter of the Bonds from the adoption of this 
resolution, and all costs and expenses incurred by the underwriter of 
the Bonds in preparing for sale of the Bonds shall be paid from the 
proceeds of the Bonds, if the Bonds are issued, except as may be 
otherwise provided in the purchase agreement or other acceptance of 
an offer to purchase the Bonds or placement agreement to be signed 
by the City at the time of sale of the Bonds. 


15. Final Official Statement; Continuing Disclosure. After sale of

WHEREAS, the Act refers to the governmental entity responsible for 
overseeing the stages through which a property on which the taxes 
have not been paid must pass before the property is sold as the 
foreclosing governmental unit; and 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to a concurring resolution of the County Board of 
Commissioners, the Treasurer of Ingham, (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Treasurer’), is the foreclosing governmental unit under the Act 
with authority to take all actions, judicial or otherwise, required under 
the Act in order to sell property on which the taxes have not been paid 
in Ingham County; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act fee simple title to a property on which 
the Treasurer has foreclosed vest in the Treasurer effective on the 
March 31% immediately succeeding the hearing for uncontested cases 
or 10 days after the conclusion of the hearing for contested cases; and

WHEREAS, similar legislation was enacted in 1964 and 2002, and 
both times Michigan voters overturned the legislation by voter 
referendum; and 


WHEREAS, the Michigan Association of County Clerks (MACC) and 
the Michigan Association of Municipal Clerks (MAMC) are 
organizations which represent those committed individuals who 
administer our elections oppose this legislation; and 


WHEREAS, The Pew Charitable Trust states that the State of 
Michigan had the sixth longest voting lines in the Country, with voters 
having to wait an average of 22 minutes to vote in the last Presidential 
election. In some cases, voters had to wait up to four (4) hours, while 
having some of the longest ballots in the Country. Many Municipal 
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Clerks believe that this bill could lead to an increase in spoiled ballots 
and an increase in wait times to vote; and 


WHEREAS, contrary to the stated goal of Senate Bill 13 to increase 
voter participation in down ballot races, the MAMC contends that 
Senate Bill 13 will have the complete opposite effect and only serve to 
decrease participation; and 


WHEREAS, voters who choose the straight-party option currently have 
the ability to vote for members of any other party, should they choose 
to; and 


WHEREAS, although this bill affects partisan elections, this is not a 
partisan issue as it would have a major impact on both major political 
parties, Of the 220,412 straight ticket ballots cast statewide in the 2014 
election, there were 108,211 Republican ballots cast and 109711 
Democratic ballots cast; and 


WHEREAS, the cost of hiring additional poll workers would be imposed 
‘on the local communities, despite the State Legislature not having 
restored its shared revenue obligations to said local communities, in 
effect making this an unfunded mandate from the State; and 


WHEREAS, pending companion legislation, Senate Bill 639, would 
even further restrict the right and the ability of a citizen to exercise their 
vote

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 404 OF THE LANSING CODIFIE 
ORDINANCES BY REGULATING TRUCK AND TRAILER PARKING 
THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS 
Section 1. That Chapter 404, Section 404.01 of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to 
re 
as follows 
404.01. - Adoption of the UTC. 
For the purpose of supplementing the regulations contained in the 
MVC, the Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Townships and 
Villages, promulgated by the Michigan State Police in 2003 
("UTC"), 2009 AC, R 28.1001 et seq. copies of which are 
available in the City Clerk's Office, is adopted by reference, 
as though set forth herein in full, with the following additions 
and alterations: 
(a) Where the UTC uses ‘this Governmental Unit" or ‘the 
Governmental Unit," it shall mean "the City." 
(b) Where the UTC uses "the ordinance making body," it shall mean 
"council." 
(c) Subsection (1) of Rule 125 shall read: The Office of Traffic 
Engineer is hereby established. The Traffic Engine 
shall exercise the powers and duties of the office in a manner that is 
consistent with prevailing traff 
engineering and safety practices and in the best interests of the City. If 
a traffic engineer is not appointed, th 
the authority of the traffic engineer shall be vested in the Director of 
Public Service or his or her designee. 
(d) The following language is added to the end of Rule 140: The fee 
for such a permit shall be established

(e) The following language is added to the end of Rule 141: The 
operating hours for all metered parking in t 
Lansing Municipal Parking System are 8:00 a.m. through 6:00 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. 
(f) The following language is added after Rule 154 
(1) The Traffic Engineer or his or her designee may establish truck 
routes within the City and designa 
which of the truck routes are subject to springtime restrictions. The 
Traffic Engineer shall mainta 
and make available, for a fee established by council resolution, 
maps displaying the truck routes a 
indicating which of the truck routes are subject to springtime 
restrictions 
(2) No person shall operate a truck on a street not designated as 
part of a truck route, except for either the following purposes: 
(A) Travelling directly from a truck route to a destination 
where freight is being picked up 
delivered, or 
(B) Travelling directly to a truck route from a point of origin

All permanent traffic control orders in effect on the effective date of this 
ordinance and not inconsistent with t 
provisions of this ordinance shall remain in effect until rescinded or 
modified by traffic control order. 
(h) The following language is added to the end of Rules 155 and 156: 
The fees for these permits shall be set council resolution 
(i) The following language is added after Rule 618: 
(1) The Police Department may impound any bicycle from a public 
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way or public property when it is ( 

improperly parked and creating a hazard or (B) abandoned. 

(2) Upon impounding a bicycle, the Police Department shall give 

notice to the owner in any mann 

reasonably calculated to inform the owner that the bicycle was 

impounded and how to retrieve t 

bicycle. Unless a manner more likely to notify the owner is 

available, notice may be given in the for 

of a newspaper announcement or posting on the Police 

Department's website describing t 

provisions of this subsection 

(3) Upon payment of any storage fees incurred by the City, the 

bicycle shall be returned to its owner. 

(4) Any bicycle not claimed within six months of its impoundment 

may be donated, upon approval 

council, toa State licensed charitable organization 

(5) State licensed charitable organizations may apply to 
participate in the City's bicycle donation program by 
submitting the following to the City Clerk: (A) Proof of State 
licensure as a charitable organization; (B) a mission 
statement or other description of the organization's 
purpose; (C) A description of the intended use of the 
bicycles, including any method and eligibility criteria for 
distribution; (D) agreement to indemnify and hold harmless 
the City for any damages resulting from donation of the 
bicycles; and (E) An agreement to provide, upon request, a 
list of the names and addresses of the recipients of the 
bicycles. The City Clerk shall submit any such applications 
to council for referral the appropriate committee 

(6) The City will attempt to donate bicycles on a rotating basis 
to all approved organizations in rough equal numbers 
Donated bicycles must be picked up from the 
quartermaster unit by the recipiee organization. Any 
donated bicycles that are not picked up by the recipient 
organization may be donated to another approved 
organization in the discretion of the quartermaster unit 

()_ The following language is added after Rule 822: 

No person shall park any vehicle on either side of any street 
between 2:00 a.m. and 5:00 a.m. of any day. 

(k) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED AFTER RULE 822: 

(1) NO DETACHED TRAILER SHALL BE PARKED IN ANY 
STREET OR ALLEY. 

(2) NO TRUCK WITH THREE OR MORE AXLES ON THE 
POWER UNIT SHALL BE PARKED IN A STREET FOR 
MORE THAN 1 HOUR 

(3) NO VEHICLE SHALL PROJECT MORE THAN 20 FEET 
FROM THE CURB WHEN PARKED. 

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions here are 
hereby repealed 

Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be 
declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the 
part so declared to be invalid
